END OF MINING VENTURE 


Twenty thousand dollars worth of 


bonds representing the tangible as- 
sets of the Magnetic Iron Ore Com- 
pany, near Cashtown, were sold on 
Monday morning in front of the Court 
House for 
$8,000. At Reading, on 


Saturday, $140,000 worth of bonds of 
the defunct company were sold for 
$31,000. Charles S. Butt, Esq., was 
the purchaser of the Gettysburg block 
of securities, the proceeds of which 
will be used as collateral on certain 
outstanding notes of the company. 
The three farms belonging to the Mag- 
netic Iron Ore Company which for- 
merly belonged to Harry Riddlemoser, 
Jacob Minter and John Butt, were 
sold Monday afternoon at public sale. 
The 137-acre farm which formerly 
belonged to R5ddlemosetf was puiV 
chased by the original owner for $36,- 
000. Wm. Yocum and Horace Fair 
hot Minter place of 110 acres for $31,- 
000, but immediately sold it to John 
and Ivan Z. Musselman, Orrtanna. 
The farm owned by Butt was sold for 
$6,000 to Emory D. Wentz, Cashtown. 
Jt is understood the bond holders will 
realize about 33 cents on the dollar. 
This marks the finish of Adams coun- 
ty's mining industry. 


For many years there had been at- 


tempts made to bring paying iron ore 
to the surface from the mines but all 
companies endeavoring to do so fail- 
ed for the ore was so deep that with- 
out modern methods it would, not have 
been possible to refine 'the ore and 
market it at a profit.

"By daylight the rations began to ar-

House of Mystery.

The diagnoses of Dr. A. C. Rice in 


the many cases of diphtheria which 
prevail in McSherrystown, during the 
present epidemic-, were sustained and 
proven 
Monday, when the reports 


from the state laboratories in Phila- 
delphia showed that out of a total of 
100 pupils of St. Mary's Parochial 
school, from whose throats and noses 
culture war taken last Thursday, 25 
per cent, had diphtheria baccili pres- 
ent. The children reported as having 
the baccili present will at once be put 
in the care of their physician, and in a 
modified quarantine. 
After a week's 


treatment and observation, and should 
they then be pronounced free from 
he malady, they will report again to 
Dr. Rice. He will then take cultures 
.gain from their noses and throats, to 
je sent to the state laboratories. 
When they are reported upon nega- 
ively, the pupils thus affected will 
>e allowed to reenter school. As soon 
as possible the work of examining 
he pupils of the public schools will 
"be begun. This is being done as a 
safety measure only, as no cases have 
as yet come fromi them. The situation 
n the last few days, with no new 
^ases reported, and all the cases* quar- 
antined doing nicely, is considerably 
>righter. Dr. McCreary has compli- 
mented the local health board upon 
.heir co'^-operlation, and the doctors 
or their splendid assistance. He-urg- 
es a strict adherence to the very let- 
er of the quarantine.

The children reported as having 
the baccili present will at once be put i 
în the care of their physician, and in a 
modified quarantine. 
After a week's 
_ treatment and observation, and should 
• they then be pronounced free from 
the malady, they will report aprain to 
Dr. Rice. 
He will then take cultures 
apain from their noses and throats, to 
bo 
sent 
to 
the 
state 
laboratories. 
When they are reported upon nega- 
tively. the pupils thus affected will 
be allowed to reenter school. 
As soon 
as possible the work of 
examining 
the pupMs of the public schools will 
be begun. 
This is being done as a 
safety measure only, as no cases have 
as yet come from them. 
The situation 
in the last few days, with no new 
cases reported, and all the cases quar- 
antined 
doing nicely, is considerably 
brighter. 
Dr. McCreary has 
compli- 
mented the local health board upon 
their co-opei^ation. and the 
doctoi-s 
for their splendid assistance.
